1. In general, additional requirements for interdepartment .1 
liaison by ORE will be responsive to specific projects or purposes 
originating within ICAPS, stimulated by activities of the Intelii- 
gence Advisory Board, or will be based upon future revisions of 
the mission of ORE. 


2, Specifically, it has been proposed that Branch Chiefs te 
authorized direct contact with their opposite numbers within the 
Office of Special Operations, CIG, and the Army Security Agency.
